Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with ATTORNEY JOEL SILVER on 10/29/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

At CLAIM 52, add the following after (la) 

" wherein the carrier is compatible with an animal's skin and is selected from the 
group consisting of a: monohydric alcohol, polyhydric alcohol, vegetable oil, spreading 
agent, aliphatic hydrocarbon, aromatic hydrocarbon, lower alkyl ketone, ester and fatty 
acid, or mixtures thereof; " 

CANCEL CLAIMS 49,50 & 53 

Add the following new claims 54-60: 

54. (New) The ectoparisiticidal composition of claim 52, further comprising 
diethyl toluamide. 

55. (New) The ectoparasiticidal composition of claim 52, further comprising 
cineole. 

56. (New) The ectoparasiticidal composition of claim 55, wherein the cineole 
is present at about 10% w/v in relation to the total volume of the composition. 
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57. (New) The ectoparasiticidal composition of claim 52, wherein the carrier 
comprises a lower alkyl ketone or an ester. 

58. (New) The ectoparasiticidal composition of claim 57, wherein the lower 
alkyl ketone or the ester is present at about 30% to about 60% w/v in relation to the total 
volume of the composition. 

59. (New) The ectoparasiticidal composition of claim 52, wherein the carrier 
comprises a spreading agent. 

60. (New) The ectoparasiticidal composition of claim 52, wherein the 
spreading agent is isopropyl myristate. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Appellant's 
arguments in the Brief of 8/6/2010 are persuasive; the now claimed compositions of 
30% AMITRAZ and METAFLUMIZONE (compound (la)) in dermally applicable 
carriers are neither suggested or evident in the closest prior art of record, TREACY - 
WO 00/54591. 

The double patenting rejection over US 1 1/245579 is withdrawn, as this later 
filed case has not been allowed.
